No armistice will be declared 
when Citrus Junior college’s re- 
juvenated eleven comes to the 
Municipal bowl to battle Santa 
Ana’s Dons on Armistice day, 
Thursday, Nov. 11. The game, slat- 
ed to begin at 7:30 p.m., will fea- 
ture two of the most bitter rivals 
of the Eastern conference. 


The Citrus squad, which was al- 
most disbanded this season be- 
cause of lack of material, has only 
one conference victory to its cred- 
it. The Owls, with a roster of only 
20 men, defeated a favored Chaf- 
fey eleven 6-0 early in the season. 

In Ernie Poore, all-conference 
back, Coach Al Clayes has the 
player who might lead an inspired 
Owl eleven to an upset victory over 
the Dons. Poore is rated as one of 
the fastest and most powerful 
backs in the Eastern division.

Once again the conference lead, 
held jointly by the title-bound Dons 
and San Bernardino, is threatened 
—this time by the powerful River- 
side Bengals who are making a 
desperate “last-ditch” stand to- 
night in an effort to blast Santa 
Ana’s championship hopes and re- 
main in the race for the Eastern 
division crown. Both squads open 
fire at 7:30 on the battle-ground of 
the Municipal bowl. 

The Bengals are led tonight by 
Co-captain and _ all-conference 
Lloyd Leest, halfback, who can 
run, pass, and kick with the great- 
est of dexterity, and is labeled: 
“Extremely Dangerous.” He is 
flanked by Martinsen, a deadly 
blocker, Fullback Alexander, and 
signal-barking Quarterback More- 
lock, all of whom are veterans.

Don backs will find it tough go- 
ing through the visitor’s line, which 
averages 190 pounds per man. 
Pass-snagging Wells and Jordan 
will occupy end berths, with hard- 
hitting Co-captain Holmes and 
Gibson at tackle. Guard positions 
will be filled by Renfro and Huff- 
man, with returning letterman Foss 
playing the pivot spot. Huffman 
and Foss, the smallest and tallegt 
members on the team, play side 
by side. Huffman stands 5 feet, 3 
inches, and Foss is 6 feet, 4 inches.

Jaysee Student Is Ex pert On 
Judo-Japan Wrestling Art 


“Any person can easily throw a 
man much heavier than himself 
with a knowledge of judo, a Japan- 
ese wrestling\sport,” Joe Kobay- 
ashi, jaysee sophomore, explained 
today. 

RESEMBLES WRESTLING 

Judo is sometimes confused with 
the jujitsu, Kobayashi stated. Ju- 
jitsu comes from the Japanese 
word meaning to kill. It is an an- 
cient type of defense wherein the 
persons involved are engaged in 
mortal combat. It is used by police 
in some of our largest cities. 


Although related to jujitsu, 
judo is a sport, not a form of self- 
protection, that resembles wres- 
tling. Instead of stressing physical 
harm, as is the case of jujitsu, it 
takes as its fundamental the out- 
witting of opponents. The idea of 
judo is to unbalance your opponent 
and throw him. This is accomplish- 
ed by first tripping him and then 
using one of the many intricate 
holds that are included in the 
sport. 


.| PERFECTED BY JAPS 


Judo was perfected by a Japan- 
ese who is now 75 years old and 
lives in Japan. He received his idea 
from watching a cat landing after 
bejng tossed, noticing that the 
animal turned over before right- 
ing itself. 


“That portion of judo is espec- 
ially stressed,” Kobayashi reveal- 
ed. “While first learning judo, my 
instructor spent two months teach- 
ing me how to fall correctly.” 

The costume worn while par- 
ticipating in this sport consists of 
a pair of trousers that reach ‘be- 
low the knees and a reinforced 


canvas jacket extending to  be- 
tween the hips and knees.

Fred Kobayashi, brother of Joe,
